Owin g to trav el in traffic, the 
au tomobile is cov ered mu ch qu icker than other 
su rfaces an d it is then moisten ed by the rain 
an d baked by the su n an d the heat tha t comes 
from the car, formin g a d ry , d u ll coatin g tha t 
can n ot be easily remov ed . 
An y sort of abrasiv e will remov e traffic film 
from the su rface of an au tomobile bu t harsh 
abrasiv es are d an gerou s to presen t d ay fin ishes 
of au tomobiles. Ex treme care shou ld be u sed in 
selectin g a polish an d clean in g su bstan ce to u se 
on y ou r car.
